Long Sought Figures Out at Last. 
The revelations of the stupendous profits 
of the Standard Oil company marked the 
beginning of the hearing here today of the 
federal suit for the dissolution of the trust, 
which Frank B. Kellogg is conducting as 
special prosecutor for the government. It 


trust ever have been disclosed: | 
and those seeking knowledge of the profits | 
of the Standard Oil company have striven 
vainly to obtain the figures which Mr. Kel- 
logg succeeded today in placing upon the | 
record of the court. 

The evidence gathered here by Mr. Kel- 
logg, special prosecutor for the government, 
will be introduced in the St. Louis suit. which 
was bropght against the Standerd Oil com- 
pany of New Jersey and seventy other sub- 
sidiary corporations by Attormey General 
Moody to secure the dissolution of the trust 
for violation of the Sherman act. The hear- 
ing was set in New York because of the 
proximity of the central office of the Standard 
and the immediate availability of the books 
and records of the concern. 

Imposing Array of Counsel. 

For the Standard Oil company appeared 
John G. Milburn, chief counsel, who repre- 
sented Mr. Harriman in the recent investi- 
gation into his railroad affairs in this city; 
M. E. Elliott, general counsel of the com- 
pany; John G. Johnson of Philadelphia and 
John 8. Miller of Chicago. 

Assisting Mr. Kellogg were Charies B. 
Morrison of Chicago, who prepared much ot 
the Indiana case against the Standard com- 
pany while an assistant in Attorney General 
Moody's office last year, and J. H. Grans or 
the department of justice. 

Charles M. Pratt, a director of the Stand- 
ard company; Commodorc E. C. Benedict, 
one of the incorporators of the Manhattan 
Oil company, and Charies M. Fay, assistant 
controller of the Standard company, were 
the three witnesses today. Wesley H. Tu- 
ford and William G. Rockefeller were in the 
courtroom at odd times. 

Mr. Rockefeller and Wade Hampton wili 
probably be called tomorrow. Mr. Kellogg 
said that H. H. Rogers would probably not 
be wanted as a witness. 

Kellogg Hits Old Snag. 

The government’s prosecutor had hardly 
begun to lay the foundation for hie subse- 
quent Hne of questioning today when he ran 
afoul of the old’ mystery concerning the 
whereabouts of the records of the old Stand- 
ard company of Ohio, and of the trustees in 
liquidation who reorganized the concern 
after the dissolution of the trust in Ohio 
in 1892.

WANTS FAT ENGLISH WOMEN; 
CALLS GET THIN FAD FOLLY, 


London Physician Deplores Prevalent 
Craze of His Countrywomen to Make 
Themselves Skinny by Starvation.

LONDON, Sept. 17.—Sir James Crichton- 
Browne, the eminent physician, in delivering 
the presidential address today at the annual 
meeting of the Sanitary Inspectors’ associa- 
tion, denounced what he described as the 
prevalent crase for getting thin. 

All the fashionable food fads, follies of the 
hour, he said, were in the nature of depriva- 
tion. At one time the tendency was to stuff, 
and every new mutriment was hailed as a 
boon to humanity. Now the pendulum had 
swung to the other extreme. Aldermen are 
like laths and citizens train down as for 
athletic sports. Only half portions are 
served at dinners. Even light wines are 
looked at askance, while split soda waters 
are the vogue. On all hands the cry is that 
we eat too much. 

This craze, added Sir James, wag producing 
a debility which sufferers therefrom were 
seeking to combat by induigence in alcohol 
and narcotics. Chloroform and other in- 
toxicating drugs were being incorporated in 
lozenges, which weer particularly favored by 
women, who found that thereby they were 
able to obtain the obfuscation they desired.

PATIENT MRS. P. H. WELCH. 


Two and One-Half Quarts Pumped 
from the Young Man’s Wrist. 


What promises to be one of the most suc- 
cessful operations for the transfusion of 
blood from the veins of one person to the 
Veins of another ever performed in this 
country came to light yesterday in Mercy 
hospital. 

The patient is Mrs. P. H. Welch, wife of a 
dentist residing at 608 North State street 
and daughter of the late John S. Cooke of the 
Cooke Brewing company. When she was 
taken to the hospital a week ago Sunday 
She was given ten hours to live by the phy- 
sicians. Last night she was reported as be- 
ing on the road to health. 

John R. Cooke, her brother, now head of 
the brewing company, was the person who 
gave hie blood to save his sister's Hfe. Two 
ané a half quarts of blood were pumped from 
the artery, in his wrist into tire vein in Mrs, 
Welch’s arm. Beyond a weak, faint feeling 
for several days Mr. Cooke has suffered no 
{ll effects from this loss of blood. 


Gets Nervous Shock at a Fire. 


The operation was performed by Dr. John 
B. Murphy, head surgeon at the Mercy hos- 
pital. Mrs. Welch, who is 82 years old and 
the mother of six children, had been in ill 
health since last January, when she suffered 
@ severe nervous shock as the result of fire 
in which her mother was injured at the 
North State street residence, 

She became anszsemic and so weak that the 
blood broke through the veins in her armas. 
She was wasting away day by day and the 
operation was adopted as a last heroic meas- 
ure to save her life. It was feared that she 
might die on the way to the hospital, so weak 
had she become. 

Dr. Murphy placed Mrs. Welch and hér 
brother side by side on the operating table. 
Mr. Cooke is 36 years old, weighs more than 
200 pounds, and is an unusually strong man. 
He was placed under an anesthetic. The 
artery in his.left wrist was opened and the 
opening fastened to the artery in the upper 
part of Mrs. Welch's arm. For two hours 
and a half they lay on the table while the 
blood was pumped from his body into hers 


by heart action. 


Goes to Work Next Morning. 

„ felt sick after it was over,” said Mr. 
Cooke, who was seen last night at the War- 
ner hotel, but I am getting along all right 
now. I went to work next morning as usual.” 
His wrist is bound with bandages still. 

At the hospital it was said the case had 

caused a great deal of comment among the 
et a and surgeons, and many were 
watching the progress of the patient with 
great interest. It was said that Mrs. Welch 
was improving steadily every day. 

A similar operation was performed a few 
3 ago at the Michael Reese hospital 
upon Dr. Carl D. Stone, ill of typhoid fever. 
The attempt, however, was unsuccessful, and 
Dr. Stone died, At about the same time a 

mother, living in Iowa, endeavored in the 
game manner to save her son, the transfu- 
sion of blood being made while they were at 


the Auditorium hotel. This effort also was

BELL PEOPLE ARE PLEASED. 


Result of Election Is to Take Away 
Impending Referendum. 


Among those able to subscribe themselves

The opponents of the pending telephone or- 
dinance have lost their best chance of secur- 
ing a good ordinance and a fair deal for the 
‘city, If the backers of the ordinance do not 
put the measure through the city council next 
Monday night they will surprise its opponents 
by their forbearance. 

Alt chance of getting a good bargain de- 
cause the ordifance would have to go to a 
vote of the people if its conditions were not 
acceptable has been lost. Such modifications 
as will be obtained will be what the alder- 
manic opponents can secure by hard fighting 
in the city council when the ordinance is 
called up for passage. 

It was delayed to await-the results of the 
charter election, and ff the telephone pro- 
moters had been allowed to make figures to 
suit themselves the outcome could not be 
more to their liking. 

Highly truthful opponents of the charter 
said that one of its vicious features was 
that it gave corporations control of franchise 
rights and “‘ robbed the people.

- Object Lesson at Hand.

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MUNICIPAL COURT IS VICTOR 


Electors Cure by Ballot Forty- 
five Defects in System. 


NOW BEST AND MOST MODERN 


* 


Poor Man Is Given a Greater Show for 
Justiee at Minimum Cost. 


Forty-five defects in the Municipal court 
system, which were discovered tm the first 
year’s work of the infant court, will have 
been wiped out when é¢ourt adijourne this 
morning. By adopting the proposed amend’ 
ments to the original Municipal court act the 
voters of Chicago have given themselves 
what lawyers agree is the best and most mod- 
ern court system in the world. : 

The amendments tend to give the poor man 
who appears in court a greater show for 
justice with the expenditure of the minimum 
amount of money on legal services. Provision 
also i made for greater speed im dealing with 
all cages, thus making it impossible for cases 
to pile up on any judge’s calendar, as is cus- 
tomary in other courts. 

The amendments give far greater power to 
all of the judges, but safeguard these powers 
in such a way that there is little chance for 
an injustice to be practiced upon unwary liti- 
gants. : 


Chief Justice Olson Pleased. 
Chief Justice Harry Olson was jubilant 
when he learned that the amendments had 
not been carried down in the wreck of the 
charter. He was almost as proud of the 
renovated system that he had done so much 
to bring about as he was of the crowing 
infant that had been left at his house but a 

week ago, 

“It gives us the greatest court in the 
world,” he declared. ‘‘In the best court 
system that could be worked out on paper 
there would be defects, and in th® first year 
of this court we found a few. These all have 
been cured and wiped out by these amend- 
ments.“ 

One of the improvements that will have a 
marked effect upon the quality of service se- 
cured in the offices of the clerk and the bailiff 
is that which gives the judges, by a majority 
vote, the power to replace any deputy clerk 
or deputy bailiff who may have been unjustly 
discharged. This practically means civil 
service in these offices, as neither bailiffs nor 
clerks may be discharged for political rea- 
sons or for purposes of spite while the judges 
have this restraining power. 

Then the chief justice is given the power 
to make the entire police force deputy baiuns 
of the court in both civil and criminal cases— 
a power which will be used only in emergen- 
cies. 

Extends Court’s Jurisdiction. 

The court also is given jurisdiction not only 
within the city’s limits but in all cases that 
may be brought before its judges, no matter 
in what part of the state the crime or mis- 
demeanor may have been committed. This 
enlargement of the scope of the court’s pow- 
ers will prevent the escape of criminals upon 
the technical claim that the court has no 
jurisdiction when the offense may have been 
committed on the other side of the city’s 
boundary. 

A needed police reform has been brought 
about by an amendment which authorizes a 
policeman to arrest any person whom he be- 
lieves to be guilty of a crime upon sight, but 
it is compulsory for the policeman to imme- 
diately take the prisoner to the police sta- 
tion and sign a written complaint and 
„% book the prisoner. It will be impossible 
to carry on the old time tactics of the police 
where it was possible for a policeman to lock 
up a man and not permit the prisoner's 
friends to learn his whereabouts for weeks, 
in the meantime sweating him to get a 
possible confession of a suspected crime.

‘‘ graft “ was known to exist. |

said Dr. Shaw, though I furnished the as- 
sociation with a copy of my sermon. As to 
the use of money, I was not giving my own 
views, but the verbatim statement made to 
me by the prisoner who, I claim, has been 
made a victim of cruel and unusual punish- 
ment in à state prison. I shall be glad to 
give his name tomorrow to the wardens.”’. 


What Dr. Shaw Said. 


Here is what Dr. Shaw said in his sermoh 
which aroused the tempest:

As, a few weeks ago, I looked through the 
iron grating into his pale and hopeless face, and 
heard him tell the story of that cruelty, adding 
at the close these worde: O, sir, you cannot 
know how hard it is to do right in here; how 
little chance is given to a man; how money and 
not merit counts with the officials over you!“ 1 
felt we were not much beyond the days of Dickens 
and Reade, after all. 


Session of Convention. 


During the day the rank and file of the con- 
gress was busy at the Auditorium hotet prov- 
ing that the wardens’ organization is the 
friend of jail and prison reform. 

The congress, which is sustained in large 
measure by the National Association of War- 
dens, indorsed with vociferous applause a 
report. calling for a complete revolution in 
the methods of dealing with the inmates of 
jails and prisons, including the sheriff's fee 
system. . 

This report was read to the congress by 
Prof. Charles R. Henderson of the University 
of Chicago, chairman of the prison investi- 
gation committee. It proved to bea scathing 
arraignment of jails and prisons, styling 
them “ monstrous and loathsome places, fit 
only for the safekeeping of wild beasts,” 
and “an outgrowth of the corrupting system 
that permitted sheriffs and jailegs to make a 
profit from fees and perquisites.“ 

The name of. Sheriff Strassheim was not 
mentioned, but his administration of the 
Cook county jail, now under fire, was at- 
tacked by inference in the speeches. 


Prof. Henderson’s Report. 


Prof. Henderson’s report said in part: 

Phe following Satanic recipe for manu- 
facturing crime is literally and systematical- 
ly followed in this country: Force a man into 
idleness and give him thieves and degen- 
erates for companions. That is what our jail 
architects and county commissigners are do- 


ing. 

“The facts that the committee has gath- 
ered from investigating practically every 
state in the union reveal conditions in county 
jails that rival Dickens’ descriptions in 
Little Dorrit and the Pickwick Papers. 

% he structure of the typical jail is wrong. 
From ocean to ocean one uniform plan has 
been slavishly copied from bad 
cell or cage of cells surrounded by a corri- 
dor. No man builds a pigpen or a hencoop 
on such a monstrous plan, 

“Tt is not a dainty crowd which peoples 
the county prisons. Classification is a delu- 
sion; the best European jails give each per- 
son à cell. No innocent lad is shut in with 
felons; no foul woman is permitted to con- 
verse, even through bars, with those who are 
not yet depraved. 

„The ancient fee system of paying the 
sheriff dies hard. The public has not been in- 
structed by politicians that when a sheriff 
is paid 40 cents a day for feeding prisoners 
he is tempted to give 9 cents’ worth of food 
and put 31 cents in his savings account, or in 
the party corruption fund.“ 


Mrs. Booth Speaks in Evening. 


Mrs. Maud Ballington Booth brought tears 
to the eyes of the wardens at night by de- 
scriptions of her experience among crim- 
mals. She spoke in the banquet hall of the 
Auditorium hotel; which was crowded to 
standing room by the delegates to the prison 
congress. N 
“Love will conquer where lash and law 
cannot succeed,” said Mrs. Booth. Im- 
print it on the walls of the prisons, inculcate 
it in the every day discipline, and it will be 
revealed that men within the prison walls 
are hot all hardened to crime or degenerates.” 

Mrs. Booth gave several illustrations prov- 
ing her assertion that the. most easily re- 
formed are the old timers,” hardened to 
crime, while the most hopeless cases from 
the reform standpoint are the “ gentlemen 
wrong doers.” Referring to one “old 
timer who was converted in Sing Sing and 
who has lived a good life ever since she said: 

„His life has been a living sermon, and I 
believe it is as blessed of God as is that of 
any preacher of the gospel.” | 

Bishop Samuel Fallows, president of the 
board of managers of the Illinois reforma- 
tory, also spoke. He said the committee on 
discharged prisoners from penal institutions 
has made good citizens of 70 to 85 per cent 
of the prisoners so discharged. Throughout 
the country these committees have aided 
5,000 discharged prisoners during the last 


year.

THREATEN A MINE STRIKE. 


Hold Rich Treasuries of Labor Organ- 
izations Harm to Toilers. 


Strikee in the coal mines of Uunols are 
threatened by the Industrial Workers of the 
World, which union announced a program of 
revolution yesterday in a fight which is to 
be waged against the unions of the United 
Mineworkers, headed by John Mitchell, 
throughout the southern part of the state. 


Among the things advocated in connection | 


with the movement was the immediate abro- 
gation of contracts with employers and the 
abolishing of rich union treasuries, which 
were declared by delegates to be “ curses" 
upon workingmen. The $850,000 fund col- 
lected by the Illinois miners was described 
by Secretary W. E. Trautmann as em- 
Ployers' money.“ He said it was deposited 
in banks owned by mine operators and there- 
fore was tainted. 


Mitchell and Gompers Denounced. 

John Mitchell, Samuel Gompers, head of 
the American Federation of Labor, and other 
national labor leaders were assailed in bit- 
ter speeches by the delegates. They were 
eharactrized as fakers and were de- 
clared to be in league with employers. 

M. W. Fenning, a miner from Panama, III., 
asked to be seated as a delegate and said 
hundreds of mine employés will join the new 
union and take part in the proposed strikes. 
He was given a place in the convention. 

The industrial workers also decided to 
send a committee to invite the striking teleg- 
raphers to join their organization. One dele- 
gate, George Speed, addressed the operators 
in the afternoon and advised a general sym- 
pathetic strike, including railway telegra- 
eg and all telegraph employés in the coun- 

ry. 


Girl Strikers Raising Money. 

The strikers were not given their weekly 
pay during the day, but it is expected that, 
with the efforts of the giri strikers, who have 
volunteered to get money from Chicago 
unions, funds for the purpose will be collected 
by next Saturday. Miss Lillian Sullivan, 
who is head of the corps of girl collectors, said 
several hundred dollars already have been 
raised by the young women. 

The promised appeal of President Small 
of the Telegraphers’ union and President 
Gompers of the Federation of Labor to or- 
ganized labor throughout the country for 
financial assistance to the striking telegra- 
phers was issued during the day from the 
federation headquarters in Washington. The 
direct appeal is signed by Smail. Gompers 
gives a general indorsement. 

The telegraphers strike was introduced 
at the meeting of the New York board of al- 
dermen in the afternoon, and a resolution 
recommending arbitration was adopted. 
There is to be a massmeeting of the strikers 
in New York on Friday éither in 'Tammany 
hall or Cooper union. Daniel Russell said he 
would like to meet President Clowry of the 
Western Union at that meeting in joint de 
bate on the grievances of the telegraphers. 


STORE CLERK IS ARRESTED; 
SAYS CHUM MADE HIM STEAL. 


Youth Sent to Chicago to Learn Busi- 
ness Confesses Thefts of Automobile 


and Sporting Goods. 


Arrested on a charge of robbing his employ- 
ers of automobile and sporting goods sup- 
plies, C. E. Lantry, an employé of The Fair, 
explained the thefts by saying his room- 
mate, 8. W. Moses, 28 years old. had a 
strange influence over him and impelled 
him to steal. . 

Lantry, who is 20 years old and lives at 
366 Ohio street, confessed to Lieut. James 
Larkin that he had secured $500 worth of 
goods. More than $300 worth of it wae found 
in his room.

‘superintendent of the Massachusetts General 
hospital, made the printipal reply to Miss 
Addams. In rejoinder, she stated she had in- 
vestigated her subject. 


„There is an inclination in some quarters. 


to overlook the individuality. The same treat- 
ment is not always accorded charity patients 
that is given those with money.

DR. J. CARROLL, ‘FEVER HERO,’ 
DIES; RESULT OF EXPERIMENT 


Army Scientist Who Submitted to Bite 
of Mosquito in Cuba to Prove The- 
ory Finally Succumbs. 


“ee 


Dr. James Carroll, major and surgeon of 
the United States army and a well known 
authority on yellow fever, died last Monday 
afternoon at his home in Washington, D. C., 
the second army surgeon to sacrifice his life 
to yellow fever in the cause of science and 
humanity. 

Dr. Carroll first came into medical nete as a 
member of the board of army medica! offi- 
cers, when accompanied by Maj. Walter 
Reed and Dr. Jesse Lazear, he went to 
Quemados, Cuba, in June, 1900, to experi- 
ment with yellow fever. The three surgeons 
made exhaustive investigations and con- 

uded the deadly fever bacillus was trans- 

mitted through the bite of a certain species 
Pr mosquito. It was necessary to make, 
actual experiment upon a human being with 
the probability the experiment would be 
fatal. 

Dr. Carroll volunteered to become the sub- 
ject and to assume the risk. An inoculated 
mosquito was applied to his arm and he in- 
curred an attack of the fever in its most 
virulent form. His life was despaired of 
many times, but he finally recovered with 


| his health permanently undermined. His 


death was the result of the permanent ef- 
gects of his iliness. During Dr. Carroll's 
iliness his associate, Dr. Lazear, was acci- 
dentally bitten by an infected mosquito and 
died a week later, Sept. B. of the fever. 

Dr. Carroll was promoted by a special act 
of congress to lieutenant and surgeon and 
on March 2, 1907, he was advanced to the 
rank of major and surgeon. He was born at 
Woolwich, England, June 5, 1854. Coming 
to the United States he eniisted in the First 
infantry and served continuously from 1874 
to 1883 at the same time pursuing his medi- 
cal studies in the hospital. He completed 
his studies at Columbia Medical school and 
at the University of Maryland and in 1898 
accepted the post of acting assistant surgeon 
in the army. 

At the time of his death he was curator of 
the Army ‘and Navy Medical museum at 
Washington and a member of many scientific 
societies. Dr. Carroll is survived by a widow 
and five children.

Much can be done through joint meetings 
with local medical societies. The evil prac- 
tice of countér prescribing by druggists and 
dispensing by physicians can be minimized 
and ultimately destroyed by. persistent effort 
on our part. 

The National Association of Retail Drug- 
gists must always stand. as it has always 
stood, squarely. against counter prescribing. 
It is a practice which is illegal,. dangerous, 
and dishonest.”’ 

Resolutions also will be introduced urging 
the delegates to place the association's stamp 
of disapproval on all fake patent medicines. 
In the matter of preparations bearing a 
patent name, or trade mark, the druggists 
will urge physicians to prescribe standard

Thomas Interests Agree to Buy All 
Stock Held by Protesting 
Minority Interests.

New York, Sept. 17.—- [Special. The dif- 
ferences between the Thomas interests and 
the minority stockholders in the Knicker- 
bocker Ice company of Chicago, ed 
by the protective committee, of which J. N. 
Wallace, president of the Central Trust com- 
pany, is chairman, have been settled, it was 
announced today, by an agreement on the 
part of the Thomases to purchase all stock 
represented by the minority committee. 

When the Thomas interests some months 
ago to merge the Knickerbocker 
Ice company in the newly o Western 
Ice company the minority stockholders in the 
former objected on the ground their interests 
would not be sa Their committee 
has, however, arrived at the agreement with 
E. R. Thomas and O. F. Thomas. 

There ie to be paid to the Central Trust 
company in cash $40,000, to be divided pro 
rata among the preferred stockholders of the 
Knickerbocker Ice company, and $10,000 to 
be divided among the common stockholders. 
The balance of the purchage price is to be paid 
in installments extending until 1912. 

The purchase price agreed upon is 95 for 
the preferred stock, including 5 per oent to 
cover accumulating dividends, and 66 for the 
common stock. including 2 per cent repre- 
senting accumulated earnings. The pur- 
chase price left after the payment of the first 
cash installment will de paid as follows: 
Ten per cent on Feb, 1, 10 per cent on Aug. 1 
next, and thereafter 20 per cent annually 
from February, 1909, to February, 1912. 

The purchasers may withdraw stock to the 
amount of the cash payments made by them 
at the stated price, 

The stockholders who have signed the 
agreement have until Sept. 27 to deposit their 
stock.

ernor: Congressmen Divided. 


Oklahoma City, Okla, Sept, 17. 
recefved up to midnight indicate that the vot- 
ers of Oklahomm and Indian Territory have 
ratified the constitution of the proposed new 
state, ratified the prohibition clause, elected 
& democratic state ticket, and two demo- 
cratic and three republican congressmen. 

The democratic state committee claims the 
election of Haskell, democrat, for governor, 
by a plurality of 40,000, but the republican 
state committee still claims the election of 
Frantz, republican, by 10,000. ‘Frants ts 
running far ahead of his ticket, 

The republicans claim the election of B. 
S. MeGuire, T. B. Ferguson, and Frank Hub- 
bard to congress from the First, Second, and 
Third districts, conceding the election of C. 
D. Oarter and Scott Ferris, democrats, in 
the Fourth and Fifth districts. 


Roosevelt May Veto. 
The convention that framed the constitu- 
tion was heavily democratic, and the consti-. 
tution as completed was obnoxious to the 
republicans. Secretary Taft, speaking re- 
cently. at Oklahoma City, advised republicans 
to vote. against the constitution. Because of 


the strong desire for statehood, however, the 


republicans did not attempt to defeat the con- 

stitution. 

The new state must a walt the constitution's 
indorsement by Président Roosevelt, who will 

either approve or reject it upon his judgment 
as to whether or not it conforms to the enab- 
ling act of congress and the constitution of 

the United States. 


Prohibition Seems Certain. 

In the enabling act congress provided for 
prohibition in the Indian territory for twenty- 
one years from Jan. 1, 1906. The prohibition 
clause voted on today applies the same pro- 
vision to the Oklahoma side of the new state. 
If it bas carried, as seems probable, state 
wide prohibition will be a part of the con- 
stitution for twenty-one years, and at the 
end of that period will remain in force m- 
definitely unless repealed.

INTERSTATE COMMISSION RIFT; 
CLEMENTS AND KNAPP AT ODDS 


Latter’s Opinion That Co-operation 
/Should Supplant Railroad Competi- 
tion Ridiculed as Sunday School Idea 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 17.—{Special. 1 
Judson C. Clements, a member of the inter- 
state commerce commission, takes issue with 
Chairman Martin A. Knapp, who in an inter- 
view in Chicago declared that the Sherman 
anti-trust act in its application to railroads 
andi the interstate commerce act wap utterly 
inconsistent. Chatrg@nan Knapp declared also 
he believed the time had come in the manage- 
ment of railroads when, codperation should 
supplant competition. In commenting upon 
the observations of the head of the federal 
commission Judge Clements said: 

Without discussing the advisability of 
permitting carriers to enter into certain 
agreements which are now supposed to be for- 
bidden by the anti-trust act, I never have 
been able to see why the carriers cannot obey 
the interstate commerce act and the anti- 
trust act or the necessity they are alleged to 
be under that to comply with the one they 
must violate the other. 

If the public could at all times be assured 
of just, reasonable, and non-discriminatory 
rates there would of course be no necessity 
for either of these acte as applied to the 
carriers. It might sound well in a Sunday 
school to say that.codperation is better than 
competition or business warfare, but the ex- 
perience of the world does not prove that it 
is safe to construct laws upon the theory 
that no harm will come to the consumer of 
any article because of the pacific codperation 
ween the producers of the same whereby

RESIGNS IN HUFF 


Director General Barr Leaves 


Jamestown Fair Because 
of Quarrel. 


ROW IN SOCIAL AFFAIR. 


Disputes President Tueker's 
Right to Entertain Dis- 
tinguished Guests. 


Nortak, Va., Sept. 17.—James W. Barr, 
rector general of the Jamestown exposition, 


resigned today because of his quarrel with 


President S. Tucker over control of 
oe ty functions connected with the expo- 
on. 

The quarrel has continued for several weeks 
-in fact, there has been friction since the 
opening daye, both Mr, Barr and Mr. Tucker 
Claiming the position of social bead of the 
exposition. 

Several weeks ago the directors named a 
committee to try and arrange a settlement 
of the dispute, but Mr. Barr was not satisfied 
with the adjustment, and today resigned. 


Tells Why He Resigns. 

His letter of resignation caused consterna- 
tion in the ranks of exposition officials. 
Among other things he said: 

“The president of the company has re- 
cently set up the claim, n conflict with the 
bylaws, that he is the social head of the 
exposition and @enies my right to direct the 
manner of entertaining distinguished vis- 
Itors to the exposition, amd in so doing has 
fafled to comply with your decision in this 
connection, made Aug. 830 last, and has re- 
fused to transfer, upon my request, certain 
persons now employed im his office to assist 
Col. Barton H. Grundy, appointed by me to 
represent me in this work, in ursuance 
of understanding then reached with you. 


Loss to Exposition. 

„As the failure to treat distinguished vis- 

itors to the expoattion, on the day of its open- 
ing and since, with the courtesy due them 
has brought discredit and great loss thereto, 
as ig commonly known, it is clear their treat- 
ment is a matter of business interest to the 
exposition and vital to its success. 
“As I am practically powerless, under the 
conditions existing, to act in this matter as 
the interests of the exposition demand, and 
as I cannot continus to work for the posi- 
tion under conditions existing without sacri- 
ficing self-respect, I have decided to take 
this action.“ : 

President Tucker tonight declined to make 
any statement regarding the resignation. 
Mr. Barr left for New York immediately. 


CHICAGO PRIEST CONVICTED; 
MURDER IN SECOND DEGREE. 


Unburdens His Past Life, Confessing 
Drunkenness, but Claims He Acted in 
Self-Defense—Housekeeper in Case.

Pitsburg, Pa., Sept. IT.— Ludwig Szczysiel, 
the Roman Catholic priest from Chicago, who 
has been on trial for the murder of Andrew 
and Stephen Starsyneki, brothers, was con- 
victed of murder in the second degree by a 
jury which returned a verdict this afternoon. 

The priest on the stand made sensational 
admissions in order to protect himself from 
the supreme penalty. He unburdened his 
past life, frankly confessing his many short- 
comings, especially his drunkenness. Dur- 
ing his testimony he admitted that Fran- 
cesca Sprow, his housekeeper, who was in the 
house when the double murder was commit- 
ted, had accompanied him to this city from 
Chicago. It developed thet the housekeeper 
occupied the same room with one of the Star- 
zynski brothers, following which admission 
District Attorney Goehring remarked; 

There you have the motive.“ 

The priest said he supposed it was correct 
that he had killed the brothers, but that it 
was done in self-defense and that he was 
drunk at the time.

MUTUAL LOAN ASSOCIATIONS. . 

To out the clutches of loan 
sharks is often impossible for men on 
small salaries who have unexpected calls 
made upon them by sickness. One way 
eut is found in some large establishments 
by the formation of mutual savings and 
loan associations. There is some variation 
in detail among the different associations, 
but the general purpose is the same, to 
induce fellow workmen to save if possible 
and to secure for the savers a higher rate 
of interest than can be obtained from 
savings banks; and, secondly, ¢o help 


members of their own association out of 


temporary difficulties without exposing 
them to the rapacity of loan sharks. 

One of these associations was formed 
last January among the 500 employés of 
one large concern, The association has at 
present about $17,000 on deposit at a 
bank drawing 3 per cent interest and 
about $3,000 loaned to members. Bach 
member at the beginning of the year 
agreed to take a certain number of shares 
and to pay for each sharé 25 cents & 
week. In case of failure to pay on the 
day ef the week specified in the agreement 
a fine of 2.cents is added to the 25 cents 
per share due. The profit on fines and on 
loans will give each member at the end of 
the year 5 per cent profit on the money 
saved. All accounts will be settled and 
the money divided at the end of the year, 
but the scheme has proved so great a suc- 
cess that another association will prob- 
ably be formed on the same lines for an- 
other year. About 600 loans have been 
made so far, of which one-half have been 
repaid. The average loan is about $10. It 
is to the interest of the association to 
make as many loans as possible, but it is 
to the advantage of the individual mem- 
bers to borrow as little as possible. 

The value of such an associatiop lies as 
much perhaps in dissuading men from bor- 
rowing when unnecessary as in lending 
money to them when they need it. The 
maker of the loans, having no personal 
interest in the profits of the association 
greater than the other membens, and being 


a fellow employé of the applicant, is able | 


to talk the matter over with him frankly 
and sometimes to be of great assistance. 
In the case of a failure to repay the loan 
promptly the amount is deducted grad- 
ually from the weekly pay envelope with- 
out exposing the unfortunate debtor to the 
expenses and publicity of court proceed- 
ings, collection agencies, bailiffs, and so 
on. 

There are hundreds of establishments in 
the city where the number of employés is 
large enough for such an association to 
flourish. Among all, such collections of 
people there are may chronic borrowers. 
It is to the advanthge of the thrifty to 
have such an association to which to refer 
all would-be borrowers, and it is to the 
advantage of the hard pressed to have 
such an association to which to apply

One of his brothers is professor of the Mara- 
thi language at the University of Cambridge. 
Another brother is a surgeon major in the 
Indian army, and all three brothers are the 
sons of the chief oriental interpreter of the 
great Lord Dalhousie when he was viceroy. 
There have already in the past been distin- 
guished natives on the council of the gov- 
ernor gene at Calcutta, but these two— 
namely: Krishna Gobinda Gupta and Saiyad 
Hussain Bilgram the first cases of na- 
tives being a ted to that council of 
India in London which, taking the place of 
the old board of directors of the Hast India 
company, virtually constitutes the supreme 
board of management of the empire of Hin-

Count Martin de Bechevet, whose death 


has just taken place at the Chateau Beaure- . 


gard, near Versailles, was one of the illegiti- 
mate sons of Napoleon III., who conferred 


upon him this title by letters patent in 1864 


at the reGuest of his English mother, who 
figured as Miss Howard, but whose feal 
name was Elizabeth Hargett. Miss Howard, 
after living in London with a famous stee- 
plechase rider and afterward enjoying the 
protection of Maj. Mountjoy Martin of the 
Second Lifeguards, became one of the most 
famous queens of the London half-worid, 
and her house was the rendezvous of many 
men conspicuous in those days in London 
society, such as count d'Orsay, the duke of 
Beaufort, the earl of Chesterfield, the mar 
quis of He:tford, count (afterwards duke) 
de Morny, and last, but not least, Prince 
Napoleon, afterwards emperor of the 
French. When, after the revolution of 1848, 
the prince went to Paris and established 
himself there she accompanied him, and, 
indeed, furnished a considerable portion of 
the funds needed for the furtherance of his 
political schemes. She rented a house in 
the Rue de Cirque, near the Elysée palace, 
where he was living, and her salon became 
the rendezvous of all his intimate friends. 
She showed herself everywhere with him, 
even accompanying him on his official jour- 
neys after he had become president of the 
republic, and was recognized by everybody 
as his Egeria, actually appearing at official 
fétes that he gave at the Elysee and at St. 
Cloud. f 1

When, after becoming emperor, Napoleon 
decided upon marriage and was obliged in 
consequence thereof to get rid of Miss How- 
ard she demurred, and one of the great serv- 
ices rendered him by his half brother, the 
late due de Morny, was his negotiation of 
the separation of the emperor from Miss 
Howard. It took the form of her being 
given the chateau and estate of Beauregard, 
near Versailles, with the title of couritess 
of Beauregard, and various payments of 
money, which are known to have amounted, 
all told, to over $4,000,000. In return for this 
she surrendered all her correspondence with 
enfperor and all compromising docu- 
ments; which did not, however, prevent her 
house in Paris and her chateau at Versailles 
being subsequently ransacked by the m- 
perial police in search of papers. This left 
her full of bitterness against the emperor, 
and she remained a thorn in his side and a 
source of no end of annoyance and trouble 
until her death, which occurred in 1865.

Indecent Collection Is Thrown 
from Federal Building. 
ACTION FOLLOWS PROTEST. 
Questionable Postals Must Hereafter

The crusade against indecent post cards hit 
the federal building in a whirl yesterday, and 
within ten minutes a brand new collection of 
unmailable cards had disappeared from the 
counters of the booths maintained in the lob- 
by of the government building.

‘Cards Shown to Officials. 
Cards of the various varieties were carried 
to Postmaster Dan A. Campbell and James 
E. Stuart, postoffice inspector, both of whom 
said they were unmailable. The cards were 
then jreferred to John C. Ames, collector of 
customs and custodian: of the building. 

Mr. Ames dispatched an assistant with an 
order to remove the cards at once. 

In the future, Mr. Ames announced, “all 
cards about which the least question can be 
raised must be submitted to me before they 
are displayed or offered for sale. It is in 
the contract of the lessees of the booths 
that all wares for sale must be under the 
general supervision of the custodian.” 


Cards Now Missing from Racks. 

Within ten. minutes after Mr. Ames’ order 
the cards were missing from the facks in the 
building. A. Strauss is the present owner of 
the lease, which is let out annually to the 
highest bidder. Strauss pays $5,100. 
I never dreamed there was anything like 
these cards on sale there, said Mr. Ames 
after his order had gone into effcet. If I 
had I would have puta stop to the practice 
long ago.“

Wheat, rye, and potatoes have been consid- 
erably injured, and the problem of arranging 
the food supplies for the million new mouths 
added to the existing large population will 
mean an anxious time for the responsible 
parties. How much Germany will require 
to import next season will be more or less 
conjectural until their own harvest results 
are more definitely known.
